Suspect kills himself 
in jail after arrest

Wallace Dean Worman, an 
87-year-old widower, was picking 
up dinner Sunday at Boston’s Fish 
House near Winter Park when a 
stranger forced him into his own 
car and drove him to a bank, where 
the man used Worman’s debit card 
to withdraw money. 

A little more than an hour later,

Worman was shot and killed in the 
bedroom of his home near Cassel- 
berry. 

His accused killer, Edward Isra- 
el Marrero, 23, hanged himself 
Thursday night in the Orange 


County Jail, where he had been 
taken Monday after his arrest. 

Marrero died at a hospital early 
Friday. He had been facing a mur- 
der charge in the death of the be- 
loved veteran. 

Friends are reeling over the loss 
of Worman, a former Air Force 
pilot who was married for 50 
years. His wife, Alice, died in 2005. 

Every Sunday, parishioners at 
Aloma United Methodist Church 
were greeted with Worman’s firm 
handshake and warm smile.

Monuments co-exist in peace

ST. CLOUD — America’s fierce debate about Confeder- 
ate memorials on public property hasn’t reached St. Cloud, 
a city first founded by Union veterans more than a century 


In fact, separate statues honoring Union and Confeder- 
ate veterans sit on opposite ends of sleepy Veterans Memo- 
rial Park on U.S. Highway 192 in this Osceola County town 


of about 48,000. 


The St. Cloud Confederate obelisk, installed just 1 years 
ago, is one of only two Confederate monuments in Florida 
known to have been dedicated since the 1970s, according to 
research by the Southern Poverty Law Center. The Wash- 
ington Post reported at least 50 have been built since 1990. 

It hasn’t generated any controversy, although it was 
reportedly defaced with graffiti after a white nationalist 
rally erupted in violence in Charlottesville, Va., in August.

BARCELONA, Spain — 
Spain’s central government 
Friday fired Catalonia’s sepa- 
ratist leaders, dissolved its par- 
liament and called new elec- 
tions for December, hours after 
regional lawmakers voted in 
favor of a historic declaration 
of independence. 

Seeking to quell Spain’s 
gravest constitutional crisis in 
its nearly four decades of de- 
mocracy, Prime Minister Mari- 
ano Rajoy ousted the man who 
has become a personal neme- 
sis after weeks of confronta- 
tion, the region’s outspoken 
president, Carles Puigdemont.
